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Over rhe pasr two years, eighty per 
cenr of Osbourn Pork's faculty hove expe¬ 
rienced the feelings of being newcomers 
to rhe school Undoubtedly o remarkable 
percentage, rhe teachers' arrival is due 
primarily to rhe dramatic increase of stu¬ 
dents or O P. The enrollment for this year 
exceeded 2500 As one might expect, 
trying to become familiar with rhe hectic 
ways of rhe school while attempting to 
educate students can sometimes be next 
to impossible.

Ir has often been said rhar from hard work comes excellence 
results, and rhor isjusr whor Osbourn Pork's wrestling ream kepr in 
mind os They labored rheir way through long practice sessions 
throughout the 1985 - 86 season.

It seemed a week hardly wear by when news of a bomb rhrear, hijacking, or 
random killing was nor brought ro rhe orrenrion of rhe American public in 1985. 
Many rimes, however, rerrorisr actions in such places as Israel, Deruir, and Lebanon 
become so commonplace that they were barely mentioned in many U.5. newspa¬ 
pers and news broadcasts In Europe, evacuations were made at Harrods of London 
and or rhe Eiffel Tower in Paris after bomb threats were made. In June of 1985, 
Trans World Airlines Flight 847 on its way from Athens ro Rome was token over by 
Lebanese Shiite terrorists, who held thirty-nine passengers hostage for seventeen 



long days. In America, ruthless religious fonarics bombed oborrion clinics ro prove ro 
rhe world their feelings on rhe controversial "right ro life ." In October, four Palestine 
terrorists hijacked rhe Acille Louro, a luxury cruise liner on its way ro Egypt, ond killed 
one hostage. Our own backyard also proved nor ro be immune to rhe wave of ar¬ 
racks as Tyson's Corner shopping center, Pizza Hut in Dale City, and Osbourn High 
School were all targeted as places for bomb threats. As rhe end of the school year 
comes ro a close, one can only be grateful for rhe fact that rhe majority of rhe oc¬ 
curences were only frightening, ond nor life-taking.

With such musical projects as ' 'Band Aid ," ' 'USA For Africa, " ' 'Live 
Aid, ” and others from Norway, Canada, Spain, and Australia, over 150 million dollars was raised for rhe starving. 
"Live Aid" and "Band Aid" organizer Bob Geldof was nominated for rhe Nobel Peace Prize for his efforts and also 
made plans for future benefits such as "Live Aid II" and "Sport Aid."
